With tho open¬
ing of spring, building activity is soon on

every hnnd. New houses nro going up
everywhere.not small, temporary struc-
turoB, hut residences, stores, factories n.nd
offlco structures that would bo a credit to
a fur purger city. It Is not a spurt.
This lunrctuind liiitldlng ls Ifliio to a

number of perfectly reasonable causes.
Ono of them Is thnt It Is now possible to
get steel for the framing, a thing absolute¬
ly out of tho question a year ago. Build¬
ings that have be-on In contemplation for
several years nre now to be erected be¬
cause It Is postillilo to get tho material to
do so, Tho money has never been lack¬
ing. The banks and Individuai** of Rich¬
mond havo nhuudance nf money to be

' gotten at most reasonable rates on good
security and no trouble at all hoe arisen
from this source.
Other antécédent» of this era of build¬

ing nre growth of business In tho city, the
Increase of population nnd the enhanc¬
ing value of properly, making It neces¬
sary to go up In tlio nlr for more lloor
space. This and tho demand for con¬
venience of location to save timo and wor¬

ry aro directly respoiirdblo for tho first
sky-scraper of Richmond, to be erected
«t the southeast corner of Tenth and
Main Streets, by the American National
Bank.

STOP "DOTJT3IJNG UP."
The coming of more prosperous times'

had the effect of unloading the residences
of the families, who In tho hard times-
of ISKI nini after "doubled up" to save
rent. Mnny others who nre prospering
now as never before in their business are
gratifying their long-cherished desire of
having ? residence built to suit their own
needs and Ideas.
This Is seen operative In L/ce District,

where probably $150,000 worth of property
Is now In courses.of erection and ?µ-lco
that sum has been completed In tho past
eighteen months.
The two points of transition In Rich¬

mond at present are Ix-o District "and
staid old Main Street from Twolfth to
Fifth, seven of the most Important
squares on the streot.
The visitor to Dee Monument even three

years ago would not recognize the sur¬

roundings now. It was nn old field then.
It Is to-day a well-built-up, beautiful sec¬
tion of the fashionable residence district
of Richmond.
Five years from nowT^nny thi»ee years

/rom the present time, the Main Street of
to-day will not bo recognizable.
It Is easy to suggest some of the

changes which are to tako place. Tho
latest trade In Main-Street property Is
the purchase by, Mr. Vlrglnlus Nation,of
Nos. 1104 Vf« to 1108 East Main, having a

frontage on the northsldo of Main of 52
feet and a depth of 90 feet. Small -wooden
structures, better suited to a period of
fifty years in the post than to tho present,
are now on this valuablo property, for
whloh Mr. Newton paid Messrs. McVeigh
& Gllnn, real estate agents, 137,600. Mr.
Newton I» at present out of tho city and
nothing can ho learne«l of his immediate
object In acquiring this site. Possibly
he will erect a bank building to be the
more modern home of tho First, National
Bunk, of which ho Is president It may
be another eky-sorapor, with otllces flguT
ratlvely among the clouds. On the -·??-

equaro going up-town, on the same side
will stand tho proposed million dollar
postoftlce, covering the sites of the pres¬
ent oflice and the Shafer building, This
is not to assert that the now ottico will
be secured In the no-ct three years, re¬

membering that it takes timo to put a

great government force Into operation.
FIRST SKY-SCRAPER.

On tho other sido of tho street will
shortly rise eight stories, the now home
of the American National Bank, with
offices on tho seven floors above the
first. Work of demolishing the present
four-story building to make room for
tho nrnt sky-scrapor has already be¬

gun, and from the debris of this will rise
the stately walls of tho othor.
Tho first of next .year the Mutual As¬

surance Society of ».Virginia will begin
the erection of another sky-scraper at
tho corresponding cornor at Ninth and
Main. This la to be at loast nine stories
high, overtopping tho Chamber of Com-
nierco by four stories, and an effort Is
being mudo by prominent mon to have
tho building ten or twelve stories sky¬
ward,

Tlie next flvo years my/ bring material
Improvements at tho cornor of Tenth
nnd Mnln, northwest corner. One or two
Stores havo been erected or repaired on

tho north sido of Main from Eighth to
Ninth. At tho southwest cornor ot
Eighth and Main the Whlflock ostato ls
to erect a handsomo storo nnd olllco
building, and preparations thereÇpr uro
now bolng mndo. In Ilvo years, prob¬
ably much less time, the Seoonil Baptist
Church will bo gone from Sixth and
Vain, nnd stores or olllco buildings will
take Its place. But the chief chango of
all will be notlcenble at Fifth nnd Main.
Jlero the entire appearance of the place
will lie changed. Whoro tho Allan houso
Diieo stood aro now rising residences,

FAVOR BUILDING
FOR VIRGINIA

Action Taken at a Banquet
Held Recently In St.

Louis.
At a largely attended banquet of tho

Virginia Society at tho Mercantilo Club,
In St. Louis, pn May 13th, tho following
address was adopted as tho sense of the
meeting:
"Tho Virginia Society ot St. I/juIh, be¬

ing in dally touch with tho Louisiana
Purchase Exposition, realizes what a su¬

perb memorial it will be to the author of
tho Purchase, Thomas Jefferson, the il¬
lustrious son of Virginia. Tho members
of tho society feel that It Is singularly
appropriate that Virginia should be fit¬
tingly represented at the exposition in 1901.
With this In view, we urge the Im¬
portance of a Virginia building, which wo

think should be a reproduction of Monti-
cello. No Stato building on the grounds,
however magnificent or costly, would at¬
tract more widespread attention. Besides
being a dlgnifled and handsome building
of attractive architecture, every visitor
to the fair, from sentimental and his¬
toric reasons, would be eager to seo tho
home of Jefferson. Independent of senti¬
mental considerations, such a building
would prove of inestimable value to tho
State. It would be the piace from which
there could be distributed to millions of
tho thriftiest people In America such lit¬
erature as will call attention to the mate¬
rial advantages Virginia Is now offering.
It. will also bo the headquarters for ad¬
vertising the proposed Jamestown cele¬
bration In 1907. thereby creating a strong
national sentiment In Its .support. Some
pnrt of Its wall could be "adorned with
photographic views of the University of
A'lrglnla, founded by Jefferson, and so
dear to his heart. This InstltuUon could,
through this medium, have an unexcep¬
tionable opportunity of making known Its
work to the world. It would be a great
meeting place of Virginians and their de¬
scendante from evory part of the country,
who would with Justifiable pride recount
the work of Virginia's sons In the expan¬
sion of the West. Innumerable reasons
could be given for the erection of suoh a

building, Tho only thing th the way
seems to be of a financial nature. We
are Informed that no expenditure for a

building can be made out of the appro¬
priation of $50,000 by the State. What¬
ever Is dono must be by privato subscrip¬
tions. We understand that a temporary
building, cheaply constructed, but which
In appearance will bo a reproduction of
Montlcello, can bo erected for between
$10,000 ami $12,000. A building of more per¬
manent material, which, after use at St.
Louis, could bo taken apart and rebuilt
on tho grounds of the Jamestown Expo¬
sition, would cost, perhaps, from $15,000
to $20,000. We would suggest that the Gov¬
ernor of Virginia, tho commissioners hav¬
ing in charge.the Virginia exhibits and tho
Jamestown Exposition Company perfect a

¦plan of organization whereby a fund could
bo raised by private subscription to carry
out the above object. Wo believe that
every true Virginian feeling a pride In his
State and believing that ehe should be
properly and In ? dlgnifled manner repre¬
sented at an exposition of such historic
significance, would gladly answer such
an appenl.
"To that end the Virginia Society In St.

Louis offers Its cordial co-operation, nnd
pledges mnterlal support to the consum¬
mation of such a purpose."
